USSR Warns Japan of Drubbing for Effort 
To Murder Consular Officials at Tientsin 


MOSCOW —A severe drubbing 
is in store for the bandits, whe- 


ther White Guard Russians or 
Japanese secret service agents, 
who raided the Soviet consulate 
in Tientsin, the Soviet press 
warned here. At the same time 
it was disclosed that Soviet con- 
sular officials escaped death only 
by hiding in American iegation 
quarters. 

“The White-Guard provocat- 
eurs and their Japanese pay- 
masters might keep in mind that 
their despicable provocation | 
against the USSR will go down 
to failure, and will not pass 
unpunished,” declared Pravda, 
organ of the Communist Party 
of the Soviet Union. 


In Tokyo Foreign Minister Ko-

ki Hirota bluntly rejected a So- 
viet protest, denying that the 
Japanese army had anything to 
do with the raid. The Soviet 
Charge d’Affaires who delivered 
the Soviet note declared that he 
USSR reserves the right to de- 
mand “full satisfaction” and will 
continue to maintain sole Jap- 
anese responsibility for the raid.

Killinger, an ex-army officer, 
said Dickstein, organized the ter- 
rorist Company Ehrhardt after 
the World War against support- 
| ers of the Weimar’ Republic. 
Once, in 1919, a 19-year old girl 
fell into the hands of the com- 
pany. Here is what they did to 
her, according to the quotation 
from Killinger’s book, read into 

the Record by Dickstein: 

“As I gave the signal, the 
brigadiers stripped the wench 
and laid her across a wagon 
shaft. Then the horsewhips got 
into action. They did a good job, 
for there was not a white spot 
on her back when we = got 
through. We knew that she was 
forever cured from prying into 
he secrets of the Ehrhardt Com- 
pany.” 

PLOTS CATHOLICS’ 

Killinger’s murder career was 
further detailed by Dickstein in 
the following words: 

“Later Killinger became treas- 
urer of the secret murder organ- 
ization ‘Consul.’ As such he insti- 
gated the assassination of the 
Catholic Minister Erzberger. It 
was Killinger who took care of 
the murderers—Shulz and Tilleson 
—baggage. He also was the recip- 
ient of their mail and even after 
the murder was committed kept 
close contact with them. 

Killinger later joined the Nazi 
Storm Troopers and in 1932 be- 
ame a member of the Saxony 
Diet from the Nazi Party. Berlin 
Storm Troop Leader Ernst, sent 
to another country for safe-keep- 
ing, implicated Killinger in the 
Reichstag fire, Dickstein said. He 
quoted the document:

Should Be Said 


ACKED BY WALL STREET capital, the 

open-shop forces of the U.S. have set up 
a national vigilante organization under the 
name of “Law and Order Committees.’ As 
usual, the open-shoppers are trying to mask 
their murderous activities—which have cost 
the lives of 18 union men in the steel strike, 
murdered by Chicago cops and Girdler’s 
mobsters —- under the guise of “law and 
order.” 

The executive board of the CIO United 
Mine Workers spoke for real law and order 
recently when it adopted a resolution f ‘'pro- 
test at the complete lackadaisical and uncon- 
cerned attitude on the part of the national 
and state authorities with the flagrant and 
wanton violations of the civil rights of the 
steel workers by the state and local author- 
ities and officials of the steel corporations, 
and to demand that “‘the national and state 
authorities hold to account and bring to jus- 
tice those persons who actively participated 
and the officials of the steel corporations who 
are definitely responsible for the wanton 
murder of the 17 (now 18) steel workers.” 

That board said what it should have said. 
It called upon the federal government to 
enforce the law against the Grace-Girdler 
gang, of Republic and Bethlehem Steel. The 
National Firearms Law has been brazenly 
violated by the Graces and Girdlers; the 
Wagner Act has been almost a dead letter 
in the steel strike. 

Roosevelt has let Reaction have its own 
way in the steel strike. He has thereby fed 
raw meat to the Tories, encouraging them 
in their war on the workers and in their 
campaign against his “must’’ legislative pro- 
gram. 

Though the steel strike is several thousand 


miles away from the Pacific Coast, this is a}
